A” every Swan heards court, all Offences com- 
amitted' by breach of theſe orders, are tobeen- 
quired of... : 

Note-that the Swan-heard forthe Dutchy of Zav- 
caſter is torobſerve, and ſee obſerved, ail theſe orders 
. in his circuite, and to receive the Fees belonging ta 
the Kings Swan heard. 

Note;that in all forfeitures tothe King,a fourth pare 
is due to him that gives information of the offence. 

Note that none 1s to go! 252 Swan-vpper, but thoſe 
wha are ſworne, if. Courts be often kept.
